After the dissolutiow of this | 
firm he continued with the firm of Ste- 
venson & O’Hara, which was on August 
10, 1874, and afterwards became the 
partner of Governor John W. Stevenson. 
Later he became the law partner of Hon. 
John G. Carlisle, the ex-speaker, sen- 
ator and secretary of the treasury. He | 
Was prominent as a member of the dem- | 
ocratic state committee for years and | 
Was a regular attendant at state con- 
ventions. 

Mr. Goebel’s advent into politics was 
as a candidate for state senator ‘to fill 
the unexpired term of J. W. Bryan, who 
was elected lieutenant governor — with 
Buckner in 1887, and thas since contin- 
uously represented Kenton county in the 
senate. 

Goebel was a man who despised anv 
ostentation whatever. He: steadfastly 
refuse to have his picture taken up to | 
the time of his candidacy for governor, 
and persistently refused to write an au- 
tobiography, and none is found in the 
many histories and lives of notable men 
of Kentucky. 

Mr. Goebel has made his home for 
years with Mrs. -M. Bryson, of Sixth 
street. He was very simple in his man- 
ners, and as Mrs. Bryson often remark- 
ed, he was so quiet and gentle that they 
would scarcely know he was in the house. 
He was a hard, close student and was 
ever looking over law books or litera- 
ture. 

Stanford Died at Goebel’s Hands. 

He was forty-four years of age and a 
bachelor. Goebel was a fearless man and 
has had various encounters, the most 
notable one being with John L. Stanford. 
president of the Farmers and Traders’ 
bank, of this city, April 11, 1895, and in 
which Stanford was killed by Goebel. 
Of recent years his most noteworthy nar- 
tv service Was as & supporter of Senator 
Blackburn in 189, when the latter, after 
fight, was defeated 
by Senator DeBoe. In the vear or two 
following he became prominent as the 
author and champion of the election law 
which bears his name and which is now 
upon the statute books of this state. 

The democratic state convention held 
in Louisville about the middle of June 
saw him placed at the head of his party 
as its candidate for the ouce of gov- 
ernor. This came about after one of the 
most remarkable conventions: ever held | 
in this state. Its proceedings were un- | 
paralleled for turbulence and bitterness 
of feeling. Its conclusion marked the 
democratic candidate as a man of won- 
derful nerve and coolness, a master of 
political maneuvering.

As the negroes stil] 
denied the theft, the beating wag kept 
up nearly all day, until late in the even- 
ing one of the negroes died, and ac few 
hours later another one died. They are 
said to have been mutilated, besides the 
beating. The third negro is still alive. 

A coroner’s jury was summoned and 
after investigation returned a verdict 
that the deceased ‘‘came to their death 
at the hands of W. W. Beard, the mar- 
shal, and others, and that the same was 
wiliful murder.”’ 

A warrant was issued for Beard’s ar- 
rest, but he has left for parts unknown. 
Indignation is felt over the crime and 
if the perpetrators are caught their pun- 
ishment will doubtless be quick.

Knowledge of War Deficient. 

Mr. President, the people in the United 
States of today know less of war than 
those of thirty-five years ago. And the 
people of the north as closely as the great 
var of that time came to their homes and 
firesides, know much less 6f it than the 
people of the — Because they know 
What war is, th , 
sary war. And vei, sir, the people of my 
section, as much as they deprecate war, 
recognize that wars are sometimes neces- 
sary, and that there are some _ things 
worse than war. They recognize that tine 
ioss of national honor is worse than War. 
‘They rezognize that nu war is 
too greet ai saerifice to secure anu 
protect liberty. And what is more, wnen- 
ever the eountry is engaged in war they 
give it their active support regardless of 
whether it is or is net a war which they 
aj prove. 

If the published reports are cor- 
rect, the state which, in proportion 
to its population, furnished the great- 
est number of soldiers for the late 
war was the state of Georgia. And 
although her people, in general, 
deprecate and deplore the present 
war in the Philippines and believe 
it could have been and should have 
been avoided, it is nevertheless true 
that about two-thirds of the men of 
one of the volunteer regiments raised 
during the past year for that service 
were enlisted in Georgia. The uni- 
versal sentiment among our people 
is that when the country is at war, 
even if they do not approve the war, 
it must be supported, and that the 
soldiers doing their duty at the front 
must also be supported. 


This gen@ral sentiment is reflected in 
a recent utterance of The Atlanta Jour- 
nal, which is one of the most outspoken 
papers in the state in opposition. to a 
war of conquest in the Philippines.

TIP ON WEATHER YOU. 
MAY EXPECT IN FEBRUARY 


In view of the splendid weather that has 
prevailed over this section during the 
present winter, it 1aay be interesting to 
know what kind of weather is to be ex- 
pected during the month which begins to- 
morrow, taking the record of the weather 
bureau in this city a> an indication. 

The record covers a perlod of twenty- 
ore years, and has been carefwily kept 
Ly the various forecasters that have been 
stationed here. Forecaster Marbury gave 
the record for February yesterday, and it 
shows a variety of things, which can best 
be learned by a knowledge of the figures. 

The tnean temperature for the month 
during the past twenty-one years has been 
47 degrees, which is an excellent average, 
and all that could be desired of a winter 
month. The warmest Febriary known to 
Atlanta during the past twenty-one years 
occurred in 1890, when the average was 56 
degrees, while the coldest month occurred 
in 1s85—a winter that is remembered as 
severely coll by ose who were here at 
that time—when the average for ihe 
month was only 38 degrees. 

The highest point reached in February 
the mercury cwring the twenty-one 
years was accomplished on FedDruary 19, 
Is¥l, when 78 degrees was reached. The 
lowest wage 8.6 degrees, which occurred 
and it will be remem- 


ticularly seévere winter, 

A splendid cainfall—that is if you lkke 
rain—is due in Atlanta during February. 
The average precipitation for the month 
is 4.63 inches, according to the records 
The average number cf days on which .0i 
of an inch or more has fallen during the 
past twenty-one years ig ll. The greatest 
precipitation cccurred in 1831, waen 106.41 
inches of rain fell, and the least amount 
of rain during une month was in gs, 
when the earth's thirst was quenched 
with only .62 of an inch. ‘The greaiest 
amount of rain during any twenty-four 
hours during the past tWenty-one years 
visited 'this city on February 9, 1881, when 
3.33 inches fell on the raised umbrellas of 
citizens. 

The greatest amount of 
corded in any twenty-four consecuwive 
hours—the records extend back. only to 
the winter of 1884-85—was 7.4 inches, which 
began on the 15th of the month and ended 
on the 16th, in 1895 

Clear days and partly cloudy days are 
equally divided in the record, bang nine 
each, while it is announced that the 
the record shows an average of ten cloudy 
days. 

The winds prevail from the northwest, 
although the highest velocity was forty- 
eight miles an hour from the northwest, 
on February 12, 1892. 

This record is not given with a view to 
induce bets on the weather, for it is the 
part of a friend io discoutage betting on 
the weather, because it is fickle—as fickle 
as the winds that aid in making the 
record,

Favorable to Appointments. 


COUNTY BOARD MAY TAKE ACTION SOON 


It Is Believed That County Police 
Can Be Organized and Paid Un- 
der Act of Legislature. 


Fulton county may get police protection 
in the very near future. The supreme 
court has handed down a decision affect- 
ing the case and it is expected that the 
board of county commissfoners at the 
regular monthly meeting to fie held the 
first Wednesday in Fe will ap- 
point a corps of inspectors of roads and 
bridges, who will in reality be county po- 
lice. 

The last general assembly passed an 
act authorizing the appointment and pay- 
ment of inspectors of roads and bridges 
in counties. These officers were to be 
under the supervision of the sheriff and 
empowered to make arrests. As soon as 
lit became generally known that the act 
was law the clerk of the board of county 
commissioners received a number of ap- 
plications from persons: desiring places as 
inspectors. 

At the last meeting of the thoard it was 
expected that these men would be ap- 
pointed, but Judge H. E. W. Palmer, 
chairman of the committee having charge 
of th's particular matter, reported that, 
owing to the case then in the hands of 
the supreme court andthe decision of 
which would affect the question, the com- 
mittee wou'd recommend that no action 
be taken unti! this looked-for finding had 
been made by the higher court. 

The finding of the supreme court is to 
the effect that prior to 1899 there was not 
any law in the state which authorized 
county authorities to employ and pay a 
person for services as an inspector of 
roads and bridges, but that the validity 
of the recent act on the subject was not 
involved in the case up for consideration. 

A prominent member of the board of 
county commissioners stated last night 
that, in his opinion, the decision of the 
supreme court was favorable to the ap- 
pointment of inspectors of roads and 
bridges under the new act, Judge H. E. 
W. Palmer. when asked about the mat- 
ter, said that he thad not as vet decided 
to call a snecial meeting of the commit- 
tee on roads and “‘vridges. It is probable, 
however, that such a meeting may be 
cal.ed before the regular session of the 
board. 

‘The new act does not set forth the num- 
ber of inspectors of roads and bridges 
that shal! be appointed by the county 
commissioners, but leaves this matter for 
these officers to determine. Fulton coun- 
ty will probably have a: least six men to 
serve in the capacity of county police and 
protect the property and lives of the citt- 
zens at large.

if For a year Miss Haygood has 
been in failing health, her buovant 
and cheerful Christian spirit inspired her 
to work on, and aithough her friends and 
and her réla- 
urged her to return to Amert- 
ca that might and regain her 
health, she hoped that a change for the 
better might that might 
not be forced to give up her work. 

Instead of growing stronger,. however, 
't seems that she has grown weaker and 
December she was stricken with a 
critica: illness that for a time threatened 
her life. from this suffi- 
ciently, however, to warrant her writing 
them a snort letter, which, though it was 
in a hopeful vein, excited to a great ex- 
tent the apprehensions of her family. 
One of the latter at once wrote to a 
friend of Miss Haygood in Shanghal, her 
headquarters, requesting that an ac- 
curate report of her health be given. 

On last Friday a letter was received y 
Mrs. Myra Boynton, Miss Haygood’s sis- 
ter. which was not only hopeless in the 
news it contained, but impressive in the 
suggestion that Miss Haygood has but a 
live, her attending phvysi- 
cians having decided some time since 
that she could never undertake a home- 
ward journey. 

In the meantime tthe large body of the 
Methodist church. south, will anxiously 
await news of ‘Miss Haygood, since no 
woman identified with the mission work 
of the church is more widely known or 
more universally beloved than s&e. Sacri- 
ficing home, family, friends and position, 
years ago espoused the 
cause of mission work in China, when 
the life of the Christian missionary in 
that heathen empire was endangered. in 
many ways, not only because of the lack 
of comforts that are always experienced 
by the stranger in these lands, but be- 
eause of the often cruelly-expressed

At the time that Miss Haygood recog- 
nized her vocation was in the foreign 
mission fields she was principal of the 
Girls’ High school and her resignation 
from that position, where she had under 
her so many of the. young girls of At- 
lanta. was generally regarded as a public 
calamity and the erief of the entire 
schoo] ‘at her departure was felt for 
many months after she had gone to her 
foreign residence. The absence of her in- 
fluence was likewise felt in the communi- 
tv and it is ut a just statement to make 
when it is said that through the personal 
popularity of Miss Haygood, as well as 
her thorough, able conduct of the duties 
imposed upon her, she has brought more 
funds into the treasury of the Woman's 
Foreign Mission Boarg than could have 
any woman or ass jation of women in 
the south. , 

She has since her scicurn in China repre- 
sented the mission. vcsrd of the southern 
Methodist church in their greac educa- 
tional work in China,’and has established 
successful schools everywhere there huve 
been seeds of Methodism sown by the 
parent board of the Methodist toreign 
missions of the south. Not only has she 
Organized ant scer established these 
schools, but she has carefully supervised 
their »peration herself, going about from 
place to place, ever happy in her work, 
though triveling for weeks at a time with- 
out meeting one of Ler race from whom 
she might receive friendly greeting. 

Bui the great strength of her personal- 
ity and her benevolent spirit cunquered 
enemies wherever she appeared, and her 
ascendency over the fears and prejudices 
of the heathen made her work among 
them. phenomenally successful. Indeea, 
's0 numerous have become the converts, 
and so great the need of schools for the 
regeneration and education of these con- 
verts, thait each year's etatistics prove 
that Miss Hayg04%'s work: has s9 1m 
pressed iisel’ upon the Chinese pevrple 
that far from shrinking trom the new 
teachings, or Christianity, they seek it, 
and have crowded wpon the energies of 
Miss Haygood. Some idea of the broad 
and increasing scope of tne work may be 
derived when it is learned that to mect 
the demands of the educational needs of 
the converts to Methodism in China §9,- 
647.31 was sent there vear before last, and 
‘this past vear $38,873.52, by the womans 
Mission board, south. 

This was the crowning work so far of 
the woman's mission board of the Meth- 
Odist church. and there can be no doubt 
that this noble work cn their part nas 
been to a graat ex'ent inspired by Miss 
Hay good and her faithful emissaries in 
the realms of the Chinese.
